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Defense prepares to correct season opening mistakes

Bill Snyder said he was not 
pleased with how his team 
defended the quarterback 
scramble after their 55-16 
victory over Stephen F. Austin 
Saturday. 

Even three days later at his 
weekly Tuesday press conference, 
the 74-year-old was as blunt as can 
be. 

"It was as bad as I thought," 
Snyder said. 

Stephen F. Austin sophomore 
quarterback Zach Conque busted 
open the No. 20 K-State defense 
for a 32-yard run in the second 
quarter. Junior quarterback Joe 
Minden followed with a score from 



18 yards out on a broken play. 

It was not just the quarterback 
scramble that hurt K-State. Senior 
running back Gus Johnson bolted 
for a 30-yard touchdown late in the 
third quarter. Junior wide receiver 
Aaron Thomas and sophomore 
wide receiver Robert Sylvester 
both hauled in catches of 30-plus 
yards a piece. 

See the trend? 

While the K-State defense 
held Stephen F. Austin to just 16 
points and under 300 yards of total 
offense, the big play was an ear- 
ly achilles heel that the Wildcats 
will have to address prior to facing 
Iowa State Saturday in Ames, and 
Auburn at home on Sept. 18. 

"As a defense, as a whole, I 
think we played well early on," 
junior cornerback Morgan Burns 
said. "We had a few issues with the 



quarterback scramble and they had 
a few big plays. Me, personally, I 
had a deep ball thrown on me and 
missed a few tackles. Part of it was 
just first game jitters and working 
them out. I have a lot to improve 
on and I always want to get better." 

Snyder was not completely 
displeased with his defense Satur- 
day, but he did note that consisten- 
cy will be a key moving forward. 

"Well, overall it was a passing 
grade," Snyder said. "There are 
still, which is true on both sides of 
the ball, an awful lot of mistakes 
to get corrected. There are a lot 
of things that you have concerns 
about. I thought we played well, 
and maybe the best way to put it is 
perhaps not quite as consistent as 
you would like to be." 

Burns said that the defensive 
adjustments are not challenging. 



adding that the defense is already 
anxious to show improvement 
from week one. 

"A lot of it is just being dis- 
ciplined, staying in our lanes and 
containing the quarterback," Burns 
said. "We will be preparing for that 
this week because the quarterback 
for Iowa State can run." 

Senior linebacker Jonathan 
Truman also pointed out redshirt 
junior quarterback Sam Richard- 
son as a potential threat, but was 
quick to praise the entire Cyclones 
offense. 

"They are talented at about 
every position," Truman said. 
"They have a lot of returning 
guys on the offensive line who 
are tough-minded, hard-nosed 
guys who love to compete. They 
have two good running backs that 
change it up. Their quarterback 



can throw it up in the air and he is 
also shown that he bring it down 
and run. They have a bunch of 
wide receivers they can throw in 
there and keep them fresh. Their 
offense is very talented and we can 
see a lot from them." 

With the early Big 12 schedule 
and mid-week battle against Au- 
burn, the defense has been forced 
to improve at an accelerated pace. 
If the big-play is to be addressed, it 
will need to show Saturday. 

"I think it has caused us to 
improve really quick," Burns said. 
A lot of people say from the first 
to the second week is the biggest 
jump for most college football 
teams. I think for a lot of the young 
guys including myself, since I'm 
young on the field, we have to 
grow up quick, learn from our mis- 
takes, and mature quickly." 



Rhoads, Cyclones embrace challenges of upcoming schedule

It has been 12 years since 
Iowa State has won its Big 
12 opener, so the thought 
of escaping that reality runs 
through the mind of head 
coach Paul Rhoads. 

However, the schedule 
setup isn't doing the Cyclones 
any favors. 

Rhoads has never beat- 
en No. 20 K-State, whiles 
in Ames (0-5 in five career 
games) and said he under- 
stands the challenge of the 
matchup. 

"Having what's always 
a well-coached Kansas State 
team that early in the run will 
leave us with our hands full," 
Rhoads said. "It certainly helps 
your focus with your prepara- 
tion and with your players and 
I'm glad it's at home." 

After enduring a 34-14 
season-opening loss to North 
Dakota State, it doesn't get 
any easier for Iowa State in 
weeks three through five. 

"We've got Iowa (in 
week three), who some peo- 
ple might start 10-0," Rhoads 
said. "Then we've got the last 
three Big 12 champions as our 
first three Big 12 opponents, 
so I don't think there's any- 
thing ideal about that (setup)." 

Iowa State came out with 
a roar in its season-opener, 



scoring 14 points with a rela- 
tive ease against the Bison on 
the last Saturday. Once senior 
center Tom Farniok and junior 
wide receiver Quenton Bun- 
drage went down with first- 
half injuries, the Cyclones' 
offensive pace changed dra- 
matically. 

Farniok will return for 
Saturday's game against the 
Wildcats, but Bundrage (who 
was Iowa State's best return- 
ing wide receiver) will miss 
the remainder of the season 
with a torn ACL. 

"Tom is as tough as they 
come," Rhoads said at his 
weekly press conference last 
Monday. "He'll go out there 
and play through it. Unless he 
would be hit in just the right 
fashion, he'll progress through 
it in rehab and be back to nor- 
mal." 

While Bundrage 's depar- 
ture is significant, junior quar- 
terback Sam Richardson said 
its a position that can handle a 
sudden loss. 

"It's a position that we 
have a lot of depth in," Rich- 
ardson said. "That's a positive 
about it, but obviously there 
is nothing good about hav- 
ing Quentin going down. It's 
somewhere where guys are 
going to have to step up and 
maybe guys who didn't last 
year and haven't been on the 
team long." 

Candidates for greater 
playing time include 6-foot- 
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5 -inch sophomore D'Vario 
Montgomery and junior Tad 
Ecby, both of whom are re- 
turning after week one absenc- 
es. 

Freshman 6-foot-5-inch 
receiver Allen Lazard, who 
was rated as one of the top 
wide receivers in the country, 
will likely see one of the big- 
gest roles in the entire offense 
due to Bundrage's departure. 

"They'll have a very fine 
group of receivers on the 
field," K-State head coach Bill 
Snyder said. "(Lazard) is not 
one to be taken lightly by any 
stretch of the imagination. Be- 
ing 6-foot-5 and as athletic as 
he is, that creates some prob- 
lems in its own right." 

Of greater concern for the 
Cyclones is a defensive unit 
that surrendered 302 rushing 
yards to the three-time Divi- 
sion I-AA national champions, 
North Dakota State. 

Where the onus lies is yet 
to be determined, but starting 
six first-career starters in a 
season opener doesn't paint 
a pretty picture for what's 
ahead. 

Farniok said he has belief 
in senior defensive end Cory 
Morrissey to instruct the unit. 

"He's going to give 100 
percent every single play," 
Farniok said. "In a league 
full of incredibly talented de- 
fensive linemen, he makes up 
with what might be a lack of 
talent in effort. It's kind of cli-

che, but he truly gives every- 
thing he has." 

Morrissey said the Cy- 
clones are prepared to change 
the course against the No. 20 
Wildcats (1-0). 

"We've got to be ready," 
Morrissey said. "We've got to 
start fast and faster than we 
have before." 

Regardless, Richardson 
said its too far early to give up 
hope on a 12-game season. 



"Half the teams in college 
football are 0-1, so obviously 
you can't think everything is 
going to hell right now," Rich- 
ardson said. "I want to say 
that's the way we looked at it 



last year, but obviously we're 
going to rebound a lot quick- 
er this year. That's something 
that us as leaders, guys up top 
that are seniors have to take 
control of."

Three years later, that 
quarterback - Jake Waters - 
has found success at K-State 
that some thought was im- 
possible. 

After the three- sport star 
Waters was not recruited out 
of high school, he chose to 



stay in his hometown of 
Council Bluffs, Iowa and 
play quarterback at Iowa 
Western Community Col- 
lege. 

"He's such a competi- 
tor, and whatever sport he's 
in, that's his main concern," 
said Iowa Western CC head 
coach Scott Strohmeier. 
"He never really got to go to 
any camps, so people kind 
of (thought), 'Is football re- 
ally the most important thing 
to him?' or whatever. I don't 
know what they were think- 
ing, but the kid can play." 

His Reivers playing ca- 
reer didn't get off to a flying 



start, however. He was red- 
shirted because of a knee in- 
jury in his first year. 

In his second season, he 
was thrown into the fire as 
the Reivers' starting quarter- 
back. 

"It took him a little time 
because he's never not been 
successful," Strohmeier said. 
"I mean, if you look at his 
high school career, you look 
at all the sports that he's 
played, he's always won. So, 
he had to learn early on how 
to handle some bad things. 
Not that he would get flus- 
tered, but he was not used to 
not having success." 

Once settled. Waters ex- 
perienced great success while 
playing for the Reivers. His 
team won the national cham- 
pionship during his sopho- 
more season and also tallied 



a 21-2 record in his two sea- 
sons at quarterback. He was 
also named the NJCAA Of- 
fensive Player of the Year in 
2012. 

At the conclusion of 
his time in Council Bluffs, 
recruiting picked up and 
it was a heated battle that 
came down to Penn State and 
K-State. 

On Dec. 13, 2012, Waters 
announced his commitment 
to K-State. 

Before Waters made 
his decision, K-State fans 
had already assumed former 
K-State quarterback Daniel 
Sams would be the next start- 



er. 

The tides changed, how- 
ever. Prior to last season's 
opening game against North 
Dakota State, Waters was 
named the starter by head 
coach Bill Snyder. 

Despite being given the 
starting title, it was a con- 
stant battle as both quarter- 
backs split duty until later in 
the season. 

"Last year, every game, 
every practice was a brand 
new thing," Waters said. "I 
didn't know what to expect 
or what game day was like. 
I didn't know anything about 
it." 

After six games of quar- 
terback competition, the 
Wildcats gave Waters a better 
grip of the offense and the 
decision paid off with an 6-1 
finish. 



"He was kind of clunky 
the first year, but he won 
the job," Dennis Dodd, 
CBSSports.com senior col- 
lege football writer, said. "I 
think he's smart, he's fast, 
he's accurate, he has that 'it' 
factor. I think when you study 
under Bill Snyder and you 
show the dedication he has, 
the sky's the limit." 

Expectations are through 
the roof for the Wildcats and 
Waters as the 2014-15 season 
continues to unfold. If history 
repeats itself, it will be a spe- 
cial season for K-State. The 
last four quarterbacks that 
returned for a second sea- 
son under Snyder— Michael 
Bishop, Jonathan Beasley, Ell 
Roberson and Collin Klein — 
each won 11 games. 

"What's not to like?" 
Iowa State coach Paul 
Rhodes said. "It's obvious 
(Waters is) a great leader. He 
has the ability to run the foot- 
ball. He's tough. He throws 
it accurate, and can beat you 
with his arm in the passing 
game." 

Waters fell victim to a 
tipped-pass interception in 
his senior season debut last 
Saturday, but was efficient 
for the night, completing 19 
of 28 passes for 223 yards 
and a touchdown. 

His crown jewel of the 
night was a touchdown pass 
to All-American wide receiv- 
er Tyler Lockett. 

"I told Jake after the 
game we had your receiv- 
er, Lockett, locked down on 
that touchdown pass," Lum- 
berjack coach Clint Conque 
said. "It was either put it 
right there, or it was pass in- 
terference. It was just a great 
throw. You could tell they 
have spent a lot of time to- 
gether over the summer and 
the last couple years. They 
have a chance to be very dy- 
namic." 



Undersized, overlooked: Ryan Mueller embodies K-State path to success

Twenty or so reporters 
surround Baylor head coach 
Art Briles at Big 12 Media 
Days. Briles is expected to 
answer questions for three 
hours, but he doesn't seem 
phased. His demeanor is 
calm, cool and collected. 

Then, he is asked about 
Ryan Mueller. 

"Number 44? Oh my." 

It's obvious Briles has 
not forgotten about their en- 
counter nine months earlier. 

"What I saw was him do- 
ing everything godly possible 
to beat our butt, making phe- 
nomenal plays with phenom- 
enal effort," Briles said. "You 
can say a try-hard guy, but 
he's a try-hard guy with great 
talent. To me, that's how you 
become great. Our staff, we 
have a lot of respect for that 
kid." 

Texas Tech head coach 
Kliff Kingsbury was asked 
the same question as Briles 
and the response was no dif- 
ferent. Mueller had tallied 12 
tackles, five sacks and forced 
two fumbles against their re- 
spected teams in 2013. 

"I just think (that with) a 



guy like that, you can tell he's 
earned everything he's got- 
ten," Kingsbury said. "He's 
worked from the bottom and 
gone on to have a tremendous 
career. I'm sure he'll finish 
it off the right way, and it's 
a credit to him as a player — 
his work ethic — and their 
coaches believing in him and 
giving him a chance." 

A chance it was. Muel- 
ler stumbled upon K-State in 
2010 at a camp outside his 
house in Leawood, Kansas. 
He walked into it thinking 
it was a youth camp that he 
would help coach. Little did 
he know it would lead to an 
opportunity to walk on at the 
school he grew up cheering 
against. 

"I was totally unfamil- 
iar with Kansas State and 
what was going on there, but 
I knew Kansas State played 
in the Big 12 Conference," 
Mueller said. "I wanted to 
play football at the highest 
level possible. 

Mueller joined the pro- 
gram as a 205-pound nose 
tackle. The players he would 
go up against would often 
have upwards of 100 pounds 
on him, but it did not matter. 
Mueller didn't quit trying. 

"There were times when 
you win battles and times

when you would lose bat- 
tles," Mueller said. "There 
were times when I ended up 
at the bottom of the pile as 
the runt of the defensive line. 
I've been slammed on the 
ground and had a few words 
exchanged. It's all good. I just 
would dust myself off and 
move on to the next play." 

Though Mueller has put 
on an extra 40 pounds since 



joining the program in 2010, 
he remains smaller than the 
typical defensive end. That 
has not stopped him from 
being elite, though. Mueller 
had a breakout year in 2013, 
amassing 62 tackles and 11.5 
sacks. 

He quickly became a 
team leader and the answer 
for the loss of Meshak Wil- 
liams, the 2012 Big 12 defen- 
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sive lineman of the year. 

"We had Meshak here, 
a phenomenal defensive end 
and the defensive lineman of 
the year," Mueller said. "That 
was an award that I wanted to 
keep in the family. As soon 
as I won that award, I gave 
Meshak a call and said, 'Hey 
man, I kept it in the family. 
I'm going to do everything it 
takes to keep it here in Man- 
hattan, Kansas.' I hope we 
started a trend so when after 
I leave, that added pressure 
can be on someone else in the 
room of trying to flourish in 
the program." 

Mueller said he only 
wants to get better in 2014. He 
was picked to four preseason 
watch lists and was named 
preseason All-Big 12, so he 
won't be sneaking up on any- 
one. But for a former walk-on 
who received no offers out of 
high school, the success is a 
testament to the program that 
continually turns no-names 
into high-level talent in just a 
few short years. 

"I don't want to boast 
about me personally, but Kan- 
sas State, no doubt, has given 



me an opportunity to excel 
that not a lot of other pro- 
grams would do for another 
player," Mueller said. "They 
have given me a fair oppor- 
tunity to come out and show 
what I'm capable of. I've 
taken full advantage of it and 
that opportunity is available 
to any kid that wants to come 
to Kansas State and put in the 
time and make the sacrifice. 
Come to Kansas State; it's an 
open door, and we'll see what 
you're made of." 

Back in Dallas, Briles' 
rant continued. His animated 
gestures conveyed what ev- 
eryone already knows: 44 is 
a number to be reckon with. 

Though Baylor doesn't 
play K-State until Dec. 6, 
Briles said he has already for- 
mulated a plan to try and keep 
Mueller from replicating last 
year's performance. 

"If he's on the left, tell 
him just to relax a little bit 
because we're going to run 
to the right," Briles said with 
a grin on his face. "That's 
just the way it's going to be, 
Ryan, so just calm down and 
don't be hollering at me."

Ohio 
State is still led by a coach that 
perennially has competitive teams 
in Urban Meyer. The squad start- 
ed slow in their opening game, 
but rebounded to beat Navy 34- 
17. The Buckeyes are heavily 
favored to win this game, but no 
one knows how they fare against 
good competition without Miller 
at the helm.

No. 1: Baylor QB 
Bryce Petty 
(Last week: 1 ) 

Bryce Petty 's performance 
in the Bears' season-opening 
win over SMU was worthy of 
praise. What made it a showcase 
for Baylor's quarterback wasn't 
necessarily the stats, even though 
161 passing yards and two touch- 
downs isn't a poor performance 
in one half of play. 

Petty 's gutsy performance 
after fracturing two vertebrae 
during the Bears' first series 
shows Petty 's ability to play 
through adversity. The play that 
most symbolized Petty 's tough- 
ness was a 5-yard touchdown 
scramble, in which Petty took 
a pretty hard hit and kept him 
on the playing field for a few 
moments. 

No. 2: K-StateQB 
Jake Waters 
(Last week: 4) 

In his first game alone at 
the helm of the Wildcats offense, 
quarterback Jake Waters showed 
glimpses of how well he could 
throw the ball. He managed to fit 
some throws in some very tight 



places for completion. 

Waters also managed to 
stave off any pressure. While 
keeping his mental clock on 
track in the face of limited pass 
rush, he cycled through all of his 
checks and found the open re- 
ceivers throughout the game. To 
add to his opening performance. 
Waters also had two rushing 
touchdowns on 55 rushing yards. 

No. 3: Oklahoma QB 
Trevor Knight 
(Last week: 5) 

With the Sooners playing a 
more conservative game against 
an easily beatable opponent, 
quarterback Trevor Knight 
managed the game perfectly. He 
went 19 for 34 through the air, 
with 253 yards, one touch- 
down and interception apiece. 
Knight showed good confidence 
throughout the game. 

As a sophomore. Knight 
showed the capability to move 
the chains for the Sooners. 
The team had 26 first downs 
including going four-for-four 
on fourth down attempts. While 
Knight still has a long road to 
become the best player in the 
Big 12, he had a solid start to his 
second season at the helm of the 
Sooners. 

No. 4: K-StateWR 
Tyler Lockett 
(Last week: 3) 

In limited playing time, 
wide receiver Tyler Lockett 
caught one pass for the Wildcats. 
That one pass he managed to reel 
in was a 9-yard rocket in the end 
zone, which marked Lockett's 
19th career touchdown. 



Lockett did manage to show 
a small glimpse of the talent he 
brings to the team, being one of 
the best options down the field 
K-State. Once he begins to play 
more significant time, his talent 
should shine. 



No. 5: Baylor WR 
Antwan Goodley 
(Last week: 2) 

Falling from the No. 2 
player on the list, wide receiver 
Antwan Goodley was not a 



factor in the Bears blowout over 
SMU as he did not record any 
catches while only playing in a 
handful of drives. He was even- 
tually pulled from the game. 

According to multiple 
reports, Goodley aggravated a 



previous quadricep injury that 
limited his preparation in fall 
camp. He is definitely worthy 
of being in the top five on talent 
alone, but without knowing the 
severity of the injury, Goodley 
remains on the list. 



Power Rankings: Mueller needs to step it up to remain on top defensively 
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No.l:K-State DE 
Ryan Mueller 
(Last week: 1 ) 

It's hard to base too much 
off of one week of play, because 
K-State's Ryan Mueller did not 
have an overly exciting opening 
week.

West 
Virginia safety Karl Joseph 18 
tackles, tying for most in the 
country during the first week of 
play. He was a solid player for 



West Virginia last year, earning 
All-Big 12 honors at defensive 
back. Joseph is not your typical 
safety that plays in coverage, he 
likes to attack the ball. While 
he's not a large man at 5 feet 10 
inches and roughly 200 pounds, 
he gets the job done. 

No. 4: Texas DE 
Cedric Reed 
(Last week: 3) 

Though Texas defensive 
end Cedric Reed did not indi- 



vidually dominate against North 
Texas, his defensive counter- 
parts did. The Longhoms al- 
lowed their opponent to move 
the ball only 94 yards, including 
just 15 yards through the air. It's 
impossible to have that stifling 
of defense without all 1 1 players 
contributing. 

No. 5: TCU S 
Sam Carter 
(Last week: 4) 

TCU's defense overpow- 



ered the Samford Bulldogs on 
Saturday. Safety Sam Carter 
had seven total tackles and his 
defense allowed only 56 passing 
yards. While they were playing 
an FCS team, it's still impres- 
sive to hold down an offense so 
well.

They are tied for the 
top spot in the nation within that 
category.

The Wildcats have struggled historically to win while 
traveling in this series, posting a 16-28-3 record. Things 
have turned around for the Wildcats in recent years , with 
head coach Bill Snyder tallying a 7-4 in games played at 
Jack Trice Stadium. K-State will also bring a six-game 
winning streak into the 2014 matchup. In 2009, the Wild- 
cats only mustered a one-point victory over the Cyclones, 
24-23. Last season, the Wildcats rolled over the Cyclones 
41-7, their largest victory since the 45-0 trouncing in 
2003.

The matchup between the Cyclones and the Wild- 
cats started on Nov. 10, 1917 and has ran every year 
since.
